He was a
wisoner when Antictam was foueht, nnd it
wis the only ongagamoent of the war he miss-
ol in which his Battery participated. At
Frodoricksburyg it hold an fmpartant position,
eavering the lower pontoan bridgo, and was
subjeot to a hiouvy fire.

On the evening of Sunday, the day on
which the hesviest Gehting oeourred, DBat-
tory I* pulicved Secley's rogular battery which
Had Tost in the day’s work filty mon and as
many horses. The enemy's line was only
two hundred and Aty yards distant, Cape
tain Ricketts was ordered to hold the posi-
tion at allhngards. The horees wero, aovor-
dingly, sent away to the rear, and 1o grape
sl canistor was silontly piled st the muz
ulos of the pivees, other smmunition being
of little nvnilin so close quarters. At ton

The rebels were now in the very midst of
the battery, and in the darknossit was diffi-
eult to distinguish feiend from foe. A strug:

Soeing this, Licut,
Brockway seized a stono and felled Lim to
the ground, und the next instant the roliel
was shot with his own musket. A scons of
the wildost confusion ensued, The men ut
the battorics were outoumbered;, and wers
being overpowered by o maddencd and reck-
loss foe. But still they clung to their guns,
and with hand-spikes, rammers und stonos,
defendod them with despiorate valor, cheering
caoh other on, and shauting, “Doath on otir
ownState soil rather than give the onemy our
guns.”' At this eritical moment Carroll's
Brigado camo gallantly 15 the rpseus, and
the enemy retieated in gonfasion. The mon
nguin flow to their gans and with loud cheors
gave him come parting salutes, in the form
of double shotted eanister, Thuy ended ihe
grind ehargo of Farly's Division, headod by
the Mmons Louilsiann Tigers, wha bansted
that they had never botore begn ropulsid in
n oharge.

Iatter ns proved most troublosome,  Soon it
was ascertained that the srunition was run-
uing low and the fire way slackenod, o eloss
wateh buing kept in the dirvetion of the town
for the appoaeance of the rebiel infhntry.
But sill the eny kept up A0 unremitting
fire which was continod for thres Nours in
ong uncensing roar. Then eame hiv grand
charge of infantes, and hissignal ropilse. Tn
the midst of it General Meade rode up inta
the battary und said, “We have benten them
back from the centre and tuken over o thou-
sand prisaners; all depends upon your saving
ammunition.” But the enomy had now had
enough uf battle, and duricg the night began
his rotroat. The loss during  the entire en-
gagement was nine killed, fhurteen wounded
and three taken prisoners, about ono-hali of
the number actuully engnged. The loss in
horses was over lorty,

During the engogoment the flag-stafl was
shot in two in Liout, Brockway's hand.

The Battery was now transfirred to the
Second Corps, with which it remained during
the balance of the war.  With the Corps it
marched on to the Rapidan, constantly en-
guging tho enoy. During Meuado's reiso
grade movement on Bull Run in October,
1863, the Second Corps formed the roge
euurd.
